Chicago, Feb. 10.—The successful 
college football coach has to have 
a thorough general education, un- 
dci(stand 
boys 
intim ately, be able 
to plan battles and develop s tra te ­ 
gy, m ust command the adm iration 
and respect of everyone with whom 
he comes in contact, and m ust be 
physically able to stand long hours 
and a strenuous life. 
- 
That is the analysis of a coach, 
according to Fielding H. Yost, vet­ 
eran team builder of the U niversity 
of M ichigan. 
, 
Unlike other teachers in the U ni­ 
versity his 
success 
is m easured 
from years to year by the victories, 
his team wins over opponents who 
arc striving ju st as hard fof vic­ 
tory. If the students of a professor 
in any college jwere required tb pass 
the same test in com petition with 
rivals from other seats of learning, 
and the professors were ranked ac­ 
cordingly, there would be a lot of 
them doomed to failure, Coach Yost 
observes.

team s. The coach who strives for 
an ideal and commands the respect

and rat have been suffering under 
an undeserved, stigma for centuries, 
getting tbe blame for. Ares which 
have cost untold millions, according 
to conclusions reached ty the Fire 
Underwriters Laboratories. Ltd., of 
this city, after exhaustive" tests. 


As a result, of experiments con- 


ducted by the laboratories' experts 
on more than 100 rats and mice the 
conclusion was reached that the 
rodents will not nibble matches. 


For the tests more than fifty rats 


and as many rice wore trapped and 
confined in cages for three days with- 
out food "or water. Then a quantity 
of straw and 150. matches were plac- 
ed in each cage.

Appellant, a municipal 
'corpora­ 
tion, licensed respondent as a mas­ 
ter plumber. As such he dug 
a 
trench in appellant’s street, and, on 
refilling the same, left Jthe excess 
of d irt piled on each side of the 
sidewalk. A pedestrian, passing along 
the walk at the place jvheye the dirt 
was piled, fell and was injnred. She 
sued 
the appellant 
city, 
a lle g i^ 
negligence by reason'~of 
the 
dirt 
piles, and had a verdict, the jury 
finding that, by reason of mud op. 
the walk the same was not ,rjeaf.en-, 
ably safe. Prior to the trial, appell-
